To Repeal Boat Sugar. Iloanry. 


Lansing,. Mich., Dec. 26.—It is stated 


Pingree.will'ask the legis- 
lature to enact a law at the -special 
session repealing the beet-sugar bounty 
law of 1897, which promised a bounty 
of 1- cent per pound-for seven years.

copper, but it is clue to the plants up- 
on whieh the bivalves feed in certain 
waters.

. Washington, Dec. 2G.—The situation 
in the Philippines is gratifying to the 
officials here., The insurgent 
army 


which dominated the northern part o£ 
Luzon island up to Nov.»5, when'the 
American campaign began, has disap- 
peared. American garrisons have been 
established in many important points 
and .the general condition has so im- 
proved that Gen. Otis considers it fea- 
sible to open all the ports of northern 
Luzon to trade. 


. Gen. Otis will now turn his attention 
to'the rebels south of Manila and begin 
active operations against them in a 
few days. T,he strength of the insur- 
gent force in southern Luzon is un- 
known', but it is likely that many of 
the insurgents under Aguinaldo in the 
north have joined the rebels in 
the 


south. 


The authorities would be glad ' to 


know that this is true, for'in the'south 
there will be a good opportunity to cut 
off the armed Filipinos, and if a large 
number could be captured at one time 
it. would mean the death blow of the 
revolution.- 


Aguinaldo has not yet reached the 


southern territory, but ;s believed to 
be in the northern mountains, trying 
to elude the American columns, which 
are scouring the country. Aguinaldo 
is xmdoubtcdly wcrking his way south 
in order to gain command of a large 
force. 


A foreign officer 
who is familiar 


with Filipino methods or fighting said 
today that the government (Should not 
be too certain the rebellion in north- 
ern^Luzon had bean quelled. 
Before 


the"war v,-ith the United Srntes, Snain 
had experienced no difficulty in send- 
ing columns from one end of .the island 
to the other,.but the natives organized 
guerrilla bands and continued the war 
and the greatest difficulty was met in 
suppressing them, peace usually being 
secured by liberal promises. 


This officer said the policy of garri- 


soning important po'nts would tend to 
minimize guerrilla work, but he be- 
lieved that, until Aguinaldo was cap- 
tured or killed the' war would con- 
tinue. 


Pr^oTlsious Held Contraband. 


London, Dec.- 26.—The seizure by 


British warships of the flour-laden ves- 
sels Beatrice, .Maria and Mashona, 
whose cargoes, shipped by the Penn- 
sylvania Milling company, were des- 
tined for Delagoa bay, has attracted 
little notice here. The Graphic con- 
tends that in the special circumstances 
of the present war Great Britain nec- 
essarily regards flour and other pro- 
visions as contraband of war. 
The 


United States and Great Britain had 
prolonged negotiations on this question 
in 1794, which resulted in an agreement 
to solve the difficulty by allowing the 
power .'desiring to treat provisions as 
contraband to indemnity the owners of 
the cargoes to their full value., with a 
reasonable 
profit. 
This course will 


doubtless be pursued in the present 
case. 


Portugese to Aid Boers. 


Madrid, Dec. 26.—The Spanish peo- 


ple, fitter having paid little or no atten- 
tion to their own colonial wars—in 
Cuba and the Philippines—have be- 
come deeply interested in Great Brit- 
Bain's operations in South Africa. The 
same thing is true of the Portuguese, 
and both people, particularly the latter, 
openly favor the Boers. It is generally 
-believed in Madrid, that there is truth 
in the report that the Portuguese gar- 
rison at Lorenzo Marques intends to 
join the Transvaal army at the very 
first opportunity, and it is considered 
here that this opportunity will not be 
long in presenting itself. In any case, 
it is regarded certain that Portugal, 
with or without the formal consent of 
the. Lisbon government, will soon lose 
its East African colony. 


To Send Throe Batteries. 


Ottawa, Ont., Dec. • 26.—>Late last. 


night the militia department received 
a cablegram .from the war office in 
London asking that three field bat- 
teries be sent from Canada, so there 
-will be no change in the make-up of. 
the second Canadian contingent.

been- dennitely announced by the cloth 
weavers that thsy have decided to pre- 
sent no formal demands'to the manu- 
facturers for a change in the wage 
scale at present. The weavers'believe 
that if they wait until about the mid- 
dle of January most of the manufac- 
turers will voluntarily adopt the new 
scale. 
It is reported that a number 


of mills are already paying the 2 mills 
per pick as demanded in the new scale 
and fail only to pay ths extra for over- 
time.
